S tate police said Mrs. Hammel was a passenger in an 
auto driven by her husband, Fred C. Hammel, 65. who suf­ 
fered a fractured left arm and right elbow, abrasions of the 
face and chest and possible fractures of the ribs. He is a 
patient in the W arner Hospital. 
Police said the couple was enroute to Wisconsin, where Mr. 
Hammel is an insurance broker, after a vacation trip to 
Florida. The couple was looking for a place to spend the 
night, police said, when the crash occurred. 
Truck Turns Upside Down 
According to the officers the Hammel car was traveling 
west on the Lincoln Highway when it started a turn into 
the driveway at the Gettysburg Country Club. 
John Paul Koontz. 34, Hanover R. I, driving a truck owned 
by him and his brother. Ray F. Koontz, also of Hanover R. 4, 
and loaded with 15 tons of soft coal, was headed east. Koontz 
drove the truck almost completely off the south side of the 
highway in an attempt to avoid the Hammel car, police said.
